“When Eli’s name was 
announced for first place, 
we both actually jumped up 


and I congratulated him right 
away on his medal,” Gabryel¬ 
ski said. “And he did the same 
for me when they called me 
up for my medal.” 

Gabryelski said he faced 
some difficult challenges dur¬ 
ing the competition, includ¬ 
ing electrical receptacles, a 
baseboard heater, lighting 
and smoke detector installa- 

“We saw pretty much any¬ 
thing you would see in a typ¬ 
ical residential house,” he 
said. 

Schonewille said the weld¬ 
ing competition consisted 
of building two metal boxes 
using various welding tech¬ 
niques while carefully follow¬ 
ing blueprints. 

Despite the tough compe¬ 
tition, Schonewille said he 
“focused on the project at 
hand” rather than worrying 
about the other students. 

His teacher, Vic Barker, said 
the competition was so close 
amongst the young welders “I 
didn’t know until the last sec¬ 
ond he was winning.”

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An update on our multifaceted 
community centre

O ver the past few months, town council has received much 
information regarding recreational and community centre- 
type needs, wants and costs. 

You will recall that the town hired LeisurePlan International last 
summer to develop a market analysis and business case study. After 
a resident survey, detailed analysis and a comparison to industry 
standards, LeisurePlan recommended in January that the Town: 

• replace the existing single-pad with a new arena facility within 
the next flve years; 

• design a new twin-pad facility and phase the construction— 
build one ice pad first (contingent on capital financing) and con¬ 
struct the second pad after 2023/24 (should the sustaining demand 
develop); 

• provide a multi-puipose facility to accommodate demand for 
participation in fitness activities, walking/running on an indoor 
track, and gymnasium sports; 

• provide multi-purpose program space; 

• not provide an indoor pool due to lack of demand and associ¬ 
ated costs; 

In April, LeisurePlan presented various options and recom¬ 
mended that the town build “integrated facilities” — a multi-pur¬ 
pose community complex—for $22 million to $27 million. (They 
estimated that an integrated facility would cost up to $1.1 million 
less in capital costs than two, stand-alone facilities.) 

In May, LeisurePlan projected net operating costs for an inte¬ 
grated facility at $63,715 in the first year and declining slightly each 
year for the next four years. As a comparison, the existing arena 
cost $64,366 (net) in 2011; $75,477 in 2012; and $92,486 in 2013 to 

Since the estimated costs to operate a multi-faceted community 
centre is less than the existing arena’s operating loss, town staff 
recommended that the town could fund the costs to operate a new 
integrated facility. 

In essence, the recommendations say that the sustaining 
demand is here and if we can afford to construct a new multi¬ 
faceted community centre, we could afford to operate it 
So, how do we try to make the capital costs for a potential new 
community centre more “affordable” for local, municipal taxpay¬ 
ers? We need to fundraise and attain financial support from the 
federal and provincial governments. 

To do that we will need more detailed plans (design drawings), 
and tighter cost estimates. We also need to decide on a location 
for the new facility—ie: whether we should retrofit / significantly 
renovate our existing arena (if there is room on that property) or 
whether a multifaceted community centre should be constructed 
on our east Fonthill lands. 

That 's why town council recently approved establishing com¬ 
munity design committee—with representatives from potential 
recreation user groups, youth, seniors, artists, and service clubs. We 
have also short-fisted four potential architectural design firms. 

In July, we will consider options for a potential location(s) and 
will appoint design committee members. We look forward to your 
involvement m these decisions.

Thinking about loving yourself

St Ignatius of Antioch Orthodox Church 
he Olympian Silken Laumann 
spoke last month at the Roselawn 
Centre. She had won silver, gold 
and bronze medals in solo rowing. 

The bronze medal made her famous 
because an accident had damaged 
her leg not long before the Barcelona 
Olympics. Her determination to keep 
training during her healing and then 
actually coming third made her story 
viral. 

At Roselawn she was talking about 
her book, Unsinkable. It was more than 
an account of her Olympian triumphs. 

It was about overcoming her quite 
traumatic childhood and coping with 
life after her rowing career. One of her 
messages was that she had to learn to 
love herself. 

In the question period a discerning 
listener asked what did she mean by 
loving herself. After all, loving yourself 
can become narcissistic. Loving yourself 
can become love turning in on oneself 
with no outgoing love for anyone else. 

Laumann answered that loving your¬ 
self meant accepting yourself and real¬ 


izing that you are a person of worth. Her 
childhood experience had impressed on 
her that she was not wanted, and that 
she was unlovely, bad and unaccept¬ 
able. She had long experienced times of 
self-loathing, despite her athletic suc¬ 
cesses. Now by age 48 she had learned 
to accept herself and to believe that she 


There is a lot of good common sense 

on your goal make a great deal of sense. 
Her acknowledgement of a mysterious 
power that helped to heal her terrible 
leg injury makes sense to the Christian, 
whose God is the Lord your healer 
(Exodus 15:26). 

But what are we to make of the seem¬ 
ingly negative Christian doctrine that 
all have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God (Romans 3:23)? Admitting 
that I am a sinner means, not just that I 
have sometimes done wrong, but above 
all that I have come short of the glory of 
God. I need to turn away from wrong¬ 
doing by repenting. But then I need to 
work at living for the glory of God. 

God’s second great commandment 
is to love your neighbor as yourself. 
Accepting yourself as you are and yet 


striving for God’s glory are both good, 
because they open the way for loving 
your neighbour. 

We may think that loving your neigh¬ 
bour is nonsense, because there is no 
way that I’m going to have a romantic 
relationship with so-and-so. But in 
Leviticus 19 the commandment to love 
your neighbor is not about romance. 

It’s all about being helpful: giving to the 
poor (not gleaning), not stealing, not 
bad-mouthing, not hating, not taking 
vengeance, not committing adultery, 
honoring the aged, having just mea¬ 
surements and weights. 

In Luke 10 the Good Samaritan was 
helpful to the injured victim on the 
Jericho road. He poured wine on his 
wounds to wash them out and oil to 
help them heal. He put the man on his 
own donkey and took him to inn, where 
he paid for his care in advance. 

Christ told the parable of the Good 
Samaritan to illustrate what the second 
great commandment means. And the 
lawyer who questioned him described 
what the Samaritan did as showing 
mercy. And showing mercy sums up 
what it means to love your neighbour as 
yourself. 


Tory prostitution bill legislates morality

C anada’s prostitution debate isn’t 
really about prostitution. It’s 
about whether we want to be passing 
bills legislating morality. 

The old fashioned answer was yes. It’s 
not so dear anymore. That’s a good thing. 
Earlier this month, Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay tabled Bill C-36 in response to 
the Supreme Court’s December decision 
knocking down prostitution laws. 

Laws against operating a bawdy 
house, living off die avails of prostitu¬ 
tion and communicating in public with 
clients were deemed harmful to sex 
workers. The government had a year to 
come up with new ones. 

While some hoped the Conservatives 
would go more hands off with sex com¬ 
merce, the provisions m the new bill only 
tighten the government’s grasp. 


It also “prohibits receiving a material 
benefit that derived from the commis¬ 
sion of an offence,” bans advertising sex 
services and communicating about it in 
public or somewhere “that is or is next 
to a place where persons under the age 
of 18 can reasonably be expected to be 

Just imagine the judicial interpreta¬ 
tion that’ll go into wading through that 
last one. 

The best part of the news isn’t even 
in the actui bill. MacKay announced 
$20 million to help sex workers exit their 
field. Few would disagree that where the 
government does have a role in pros¬ 
titution is in helping those who don’t 
want to be there. 

That funding should be focused on con¬ 
necting with those who were forced into 
prostitution either by pimps or to fuel their 
addiction. 


“Today our government is making 
prostitution illegal for the first time,” 
MacKay said. 

But the bill, as NDP Leader Thomas 
Mulcair said, “simply muddies the 
waters.” 

It outright criminalizes purchasing 
sex. It’s a version of the Nordic model — 
shifting criminality from the sex seller 
to buyer. It’s hard to see, as some sex 
workers have argued, how criminalizing 
half their line of work brings them out of 
the darkness. 


But the text of the bill lumps all 
degrees of prostitution together — rang¬ 
ing from the otherwise safe and law- 
abiding sex worker field to those who 
are victims of human trafficking and 
child prostitution. 

This should come as no surprise. The 
bill’s preamble makes it clear that the 
government’s first aim is to end “the 
exploitation that is inherent in prostitu¬ 
tion” and "the social harm caused by 
the objectification of the human body 
and the commodification of sexual 


activity.” They’re clear that “it is impor¬ 
tant to protect human dignity.” 

Well it’s not exactly dignified to apply 
this language to the percentage doing it 
by choice. It’s condescending. 

It’s clear this bill is really about 
making moral judgments. Plain and 
simple. Rescuing the exploited is not the 


first priority. 

In a recent column, I wrote about a 
group of radical feminists who unchar¬ 
acteristically sided with social conserva¬ 
tives in viewing prostitution as inher¬ 
ently wrong and violent against women. 
It fit in with their ideas of patriarchy and 
male privilege. 

But another group called the Feminist 
Coalition disagrees. They’re against the 
Nordic model and in their affidavit to 
get intervener status in the SCOC case, 
called for "full human and labour rights 
for sex workers.” 

In other words, a job’s a job and let’s 
not make second-class citizens out of 
people who choose this line of work. 

If you instead view the matter through 
the prism of consent and personal lib¬ 
erty it becomes much clearer: Trading 
money for sex between consenting 
adults? Keep the government out of it. 
Trafficking? Involving children? No way. 
Bring down the full force of the law. It’s 
a shame the government fails to draw 
this needed line.

Dykstra weighs run for Tory leadership

to step down from the leadership 
after the party’s poor showing in last 
Thursday’s provincial election. 

After the votes were tallied, Hudak 
told supporters he would remain as 
leader only until a new one was cho- 

Hudak, who easily won his Niagara 
West-Glanbrook riding, is not resign¬ 
ing his seat in the legislature. 

In an interview Sunday, Dykstra 
said he’s considering a run for the top 
job, but is “100% focused on his job 
as MP." 

"The election has just ended. The 
party hasn’t even convened to set 
rules about how to move forward (on 
a leadership vote),” he said. 

"It’s very early ... but I’ve said I’m 
not ruling anything out at this point. 
Obviously, I’ve talked to some people 
and we’ll see what happens and (if 
the party moves in a direction I want 
to be a part of).” 

He was not specific about what 
direction that might be. 

Dykstra is considered a more mod¬ 
erate Conservative, as opposed to the 
harder right-wing platform Hudak 
offered in the provincial election. 

But Dykstra said the party had to 
assess the reasons for its last three 
election defeats and what its priori¬ 
ties will be going forward. 

Asked if he had a high enough pro¬ 
vincial profile to succeed in a lead¬ 
ership campaign, he said “it's one of 
the things you need to determine — 
do you have the profile and status to 
get the attention?” 

Dykstra noted it will be four years 
before the next provincial election. 

"That time gives the party a chance 
to reflect on a lot of opinion and dis¬ 
cussion as to what should happen 
next," he said. “It’s probably a lot 
more important than the profile of 
the person who might become the 
next leader. 

“So I’m not so sure ‘profile’ right 
now is what’s necessary in terms of 
leadership.” 

First elected to the House of Com¬ 
mons in 2006, Dykstra is parliamen-

tary secretary for heritage, culture 
and sport. 

The west St. Catharines resident 
has worked for his family landscaping 
business and served on St. Catharines 
city council from 1991 to 1997. He 
also ran for St. Catharines mayor in 
the late 1990s, but lost to Tim Rigby. 

He then worked for the provincial 
government from about 1997 to 2002, 
serving in two ministries. 

Media speculation has offered up 
several other top candidates for the 
job. They include a number of MPPs, 
with a major contender in Christine 
Elliot, the Tory deputy leader and 
wife of former federal finance minis¬ 
ter the late Jim Flaherty. 

Also on the list are Lisa MacLeod, 
the party's energy critic. Tony Clem¬ 
ent, the federal treasury board pres¬ 
ident and former Conservative MPP, 
has also been mentioned as a poten¬ 
tial candidate.

Brock experts: Hudak jobs 
plans fed Wynne majority

A Tim Hudak jobs misfire 
and uptick in voter turnout 
helped fuel an unexpected 
Liberal majority in Ontario. 

Those are two explanations 
offered by two Brock Univer¬ 
sity academics weighing in 
on an election verdict no one 
predicted. 

Stefan Dolgert, assist¬ 
ant professor of political sci¬ 
ence at Brock, also points to 
pollsters “missing die boat” 
on sizing-up PC candidate 
Hudak’s support. 

“I think their voter models 
were off, as all of them seemed 
to have the PC's in the 35-36% 
support range,” said Dolgert, 
adding they weren’t too far off 
estimating Liberal and NDP 
numbers. 

An unofficial turnout of 
52.1% was also higher than 
expected, said Dolgert. He 
describes that as a “little 
bump, when most people 
were expecting it to go down 


from about 48% in the last 
provincial election.” 

That may have also led to a 
miscalculation on the num¬ 
bers of politically-leaning vot¬ 
ers predicted to cast ballots 
— in particular the number 
of Conservative supporters 
topped by Liberal-leaning 
voters making it to the polls. 

Dolgert also thinks “Hudak 
may have overplayed his hand 
in thinking that the Liberals 
were really vulnerable.” 

And he describes Hudak's 
one million new jobs and 
100,000 fewer positions in the 
public sector plan as very bold. 

“They made some claims 
the electorate didn’t seem to 
believe, in terms of slashing 
jobs and all the jobs that were 
going to be created.” 

He said suggestions about 
cutting provincial education 
staffing “also really cut a neg¬ 
ative chord in a lot of voters.” 

Liberal scandals — like the 
gas plants cancellations and 
air ambulance fiasco — also

Social media response 
poured in as QMI Agency Nia¬ 
gara reached out with lives- 
treaming, Facebook and Twit¬ 
ter last Thursday in its election 
coverage. 

After it was clear the Liber¬ 
als would form a majority gov¬ 
ernment, comments like “gob¬ 
smacked” “just-wow” and if 
you’re a Liberal, expressions 
of unadulterated joy domi¬ 
nated posts that were expect¬ 
edly mainly partisan. 

There was some sense early 
on in the campaign that voters 
felt a decided lade of enthusi¬ 
asm this time around with 
candidates. Some described a 
“nose-holding" when casting 
their ballots. 

“I just voted,” said one post¬ 
ing on our ScribbleLive, well 


before the results came in. "I 
voted for a candidate instead 
of spoiling, declining or doing 
the unmarked ballot. 

“It has been the most diffi¬ 
cult decision making in all the 
years I’ve been voting. It came 
down to voting for a Party that 
would cause the least amount 
of damage." 

A QMI Agency Niagara web¬ 
site commentator appreciated 
the generational continuity of 
the electoral process. Marta 
Baczynska Liddiard said she 
“brought the kids with me to 
vote today. They are all very 
interested in the process and 
ask great questions." 

Meanwhile, comments on 
Facebook were typically col¬ 
ourful and blunt — here are 
some abbreviated ones:

Family blown away 
by generosity

“We’re truly humbled, and blown 
away,” said Sonya Van Driel. 

Sonya and her husband Scott Van Driel 
have been overwhelmed by the generos¬ 
ity they’ve seen since sharing their strug¬ 
gles of raising their severely disabled son 
Dylan, diagnosed with vein of Galen mal¬ 
formation at three months old — a very 
rare and often deadly disorder that occurs 
within the circulatory system of the brain. 

“Even strangers that just really want 
to help, people who don't even know us, 
sent us cheques in the mail,” she added. 
“It's amazing." 

The family was at Zehrs on Nia¬ 
gara St.in Welland, Saturday, to col¬ 
lect a $20,000 donation from President’s 
Choice Children's Charity — the larg¬ 
est of several grants from organizations 
they’ve received to help the cost of caring 
for Dylan. 

“It’s been pretty nice,” Sonya added. 

The family already has enough funding 
to purchase a $55,000 wheelchair acces¬ 
sible van, making it safer and easier to 
bring Dylan on family outings. 

Sonya said the cost covers the pur¬ 
chase of a new minivan, as well as a con¬ 
version to make it wheelchair accessible. 

March of Dimes is contributing about 
$7,200, to be spent on converting the van 
to accommodate a wheelchair. 

Easter Seals also pitched in, provided 
the family with $3,000. Dylan is now reg¬ 
istered with the program allow the fam¬ 
ily to apply for more funding in years to 


In addition, Dylan's father Scott said 
the family organized several fundraising 
events that have brought in more than 
$40,000, so far. 

He said nearly 90 people took part in 
a golf tournament Sparrow Lakes, bring¬ 
ing in about $6,000; and additional funds 
were raised at a recent bake sale at Beth¬ 
any Church in Fenwick. 

In addition to the van, Scott said the 
family also needs to make “huge modi¬ 
fications” to their Morwood Ave. home, 
such as another bathroom and other 
renovations. They’d rather renovate than 
move, because the location of their home 
is ideal at the end of the street, Sonya 
explained. 

“Once we pay for the van, the rest of 
the fundraising will go to the house,” she 
said. “There's still a need.” 

There are about 50 copies left of a 
120-recipe cookbook Sonya wrote called 
Meals for Wheels, being sold for $12 
each to put towards fundraising efforts, 
and several additional events are being 
organized. 

The next big event is a pig roast Aug. 
9, followed by the Pelham Family Walk 
or Run, Sept 20; and a Sing-a-Long with 
The Wood Kids at the same day at Beth¬ 
any church.

LYME DISEASE: .WHAT MAKES IT TICK? 

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several 
weeks of gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out their 
summer wardrobe. 

However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with the 
summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, most 
residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread and ways of 
protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern is 
the blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized tick can be 
the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if untreated, can result 
in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system problems. The American 
brown dog tick is approximately half a centimeter and has not been shown to 
carry Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas 
surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing pants 
and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the chances of 
a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed immediately by 
grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight up. Do not try to burn the 
tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area should be then be washed with 
soap and water. If you are unable to remove the entire tick, you should give your doctor 
a call and they can remove it for you. The tick can be brought to the health department 
for analysis to see if it was infected with the bacteria that causes Lyme disease. 

Ticks often pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease while feeding on infected 
rodents. However, it should be noted that most ticks are not carriers. 

The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, however 
if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, headache or muscle and 
joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The symptoms typically develop within 
1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can often be cured with antibiotics if treatment 
is started early.

Welland’s recreational 
canal feels like home to Mark 
Oldershaw. 

As the son of Scott Older¬ 
shaw and grandson of Bert 
Oldershaw — both Olym¬ 
pic canoeists — competing 
at the Olympic level was an 
early dream for the Burling- 

Eventually, he made that 
dream come true, winning 
bronze at the 2012 Olympics 
in London. Welland’s recrea¬ 
tional waterway played a big 
part in his success. 

Oldershaw was the key¬ 
note speaker at the inaugural 
Building Niagara Together 
event at the Welland Interna¬ 
tional Flatwater Centre, last 
Friday evening, organized by 
the Niagara Industrial Asso¬ 
ciation and area chambers 
of commerce to give local 
municipal politicians an 
opportunity to discuss Nia¬ 
gara’s future. 

“One of the places where 
I was really inspired to pur¬ 
sue my sport and pursue the 
Olympic dream was right 
here in Welland,” Oldershaw 
said, speaking to the gather¬ 
ing of local municipal lead- 

“We grew up racing on 
the old course at least two 
or three times a summer. 
In canoe-kayak, every race 
I could get in to I'd be out 
there. It was a great place to 

“Being on sideline, look¬ 
ing up at the lift bridges is a 
memory I have as a kid. It felt 
like home.” 

Oldershaw, 31, remem¬ 
bered beinga 12 years old and 
watching the national cham¬ 
pionships on the recreational 
canal in the mid-1990s, awe¬ 
struck as Olympic champions 
raced past. 

“Seeing them doing the 
same thing I was, in the same 
place that I was, made me 
think that maybe one day I 
actually can do it," he said. 

Oldershaw’s childhood 
hero, Renn Crichlow, was 
among those athletes. 


“He was a giant man,” Old¬ 
ershaw said, referring to the 
1991 world champion. “He 
was roughly six-foot-four, 
barrel chest, arms the size 
of tree trunks — or at least, 
that’s how he looked from a 
12-year-old’s perspective.” 

He said there's a tradition 
among flatwater athletes of 
trading jerseys with competi¬ 
tors from different clubs. 

“My dream was to trade 
jerseys with Renn Crichlow, 


my hero,” he said, adding he 
was too shy to ask. 

He eventually worked up 
the courage to talk to him. 

“He looked down from 
the three-feet height advan¬ 
tage he had over me and 
said, 'Not right now, I have 
another race. But after that, 
of course I’ll trade jerseys 
with you.’” 

Oldershaw said he still has 
Crichlow’s “sweaty, ripped up 
jersey.” 


"It was as valuable to me as 
this Olympic medal is to me 
now,” he said. 

“It was just a small moment 
that made my day, made 
my life and inspired me that 
much to pursue my dream. 

“Kids are amazing that 
way. They're so full of poten¬ 
tial that you just need to give 
them the opportunity and 
the access to facilities and it’s 
amazing what they can do.” 

In addition to the inspir¬ 


ing presentation from Older¬ 
shaw, Verne Milot from the 
Niagara Industrial Associa¬ 
tion discussed observations 
about Niagara’s industries. 

He said about 600 manu¬ 
facturers remain across Nia¬ 
gara and are now starting to 
rebound from a downturn 

the approximately 20 politi¬ 
cal and business leaders in 
attendance to support those 
companies. 


“At this point in time, I 
think the 600 manufactur¬ 
ers are the survivors. They’re 
growing and they need our 
community support in order 
to continue to do that,” Milot 

He said they face a few 
challenges as well, such as 
lack of skilled tradespeople 
and aging ownership.

Board budget 
preserves, 
adds programs

Public school trustees passed a 
$431.4-million budget Tuesday that 
supports existing programs and kicks 

“All programs and services we have 
been operating this past school year 
will continue,” District School Board 
of Niagara finance committee chair 
Dalt Clark told trustees. 

"I think it’s a very good budget ... 
one that will enhance our system 
over the next year.” 

Trustees unanimously passed a 
balanced 2014-15 budget that com¬ 
pletes the rollout of full-day kinder¬ 
garten and boosts some student sup¬ 
ports. 

It includes more than $1.2 million 
in special education enhancements, 
part of four years of new special edu¬ 
cation funding from the provincial 
education ministry. 

The budget also increases fund¬ 
ing for student and teacher skills 
in numeracy, and pumps in about 
$200,000 for students to use the Dre- 
ambox interactive math program to 
provide math qualification course 
upgrades for teachers. 

That addition comes in the wake 
of poor math results DSBN and 
other provincial board students have 
shown recently in standardized pro¬ 
vincial testing. 


The budget also folds in $1.7 mil¬ 
lion from the ministry for full- 
day kindergarten at the DSBN’s 15 
remaining school sites. 

In total, it is an increase from 
last year’s $417.6-million budget, 
or about $13.8 million more and 
includes about $4.7 million in accu¬ 
mulated surplus, or reserves. 

Clark said the surplus spending 
weaves in with increased provincial 
funding for special education over 
four years to DSBN that will likely 
make the effect at least revenue-neu¬ 
tral to the board budget. 

“I believe (using the surplus) is 
very much sustainable,” he said. “We 
have always been very conservative 
in terms of our budget income and 
... the last four or five years, we’ve 
always had a budgeting surplus.” 

Trustee Alex Bradnam noted there 
are many school boards across the 
province struggling to balance their 
budgets. 

“With a little help from our reserves 
... we’re able to make major renova¬ 
tions, build two new schools (Twenty 
Valley and Harriet Tubman) and 
enhance our curriculum,” he said. 

“Our programs and services have 
not only been maintained, but 
strengthened.”

Storm damages Short Hills Park trails

damage. Friends of Short Hills park chair¬ 
woman Anne Kubu also said iron bridges 
on the No. 2 and No. 6 trails were on the 
verge of falling into the creek last Thurs- 

“The park warden gave me a call this 
morning to say the park was a mess,” she 

In some areas, picnic tables and garbage 
cans were lost 

“Upstream in Fonthill they have more 
development now, so when it rains it affects 
downstream.” 

Fonthill was part of the worst area of the 


region hit by Wednesday night’s storm, 
which was preceded by a tornado warn¬ 
ing issued by Environment Canada. It was 
downgraded shortly after, but heavy thun¬ 
derstorms in the area resulted in 30 to 40 

A metal bridge along a multi-access trail 

In addition, the wheelchair-accessible 
Paleozoic Path had one culvert out 

Swayze Trail was also considered too 
muddy to use. The park’s Pelham Road 
entrance, repaired just last week from 
previous rain damage, “is all washed out 

Kubu said the best thing people can do 
to help the park was stay away Thursday. 

"We would prefer if no one went into the 
park," she said. “It’s muddy, you’re going to 
wreck the park if you go in there.’’

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EMERGENCY: Several cows euthanized as blaze quickly destroys barn 


Fire devastates Wainf leet dairy farm

A dairy bam filled with catde 
was reduced to a smouldering 
ruin in less than an hour, razed 
by fire las! Monday morning. 

Wainfleet firefighters were 
called to 43484 Case Rd. shortly 
before noon, and firefighters 
from Haldimand and Port Col- 
borne were later called in to 
help extinguish the blaze. 

Owen Wohlsclagel described 
seeing “a mushroom cloud” of 


black smoke emanating from 
the bam at the farm run by his 
cousin Stephen Mari; and drove 
there to help. 

By the time he arrived, he 
said, the bam was already col¬ 
lapsing. 

“There’s nothing left,” Wohls¬ 
clagel said. 

As the fire spread through the 
building, workers at the family- 


as 40 head of cattle could have 
been in the bam at the time. 

The cattle, many with visible 
bums and injuries from the fire, 
wandered among the hundreds 
of acres of property surrounding 
the firm. Several farmers, helped 
by bystanders, herded the cattle 
to a neighbour’s form where they 
were corralled temporarily. 

Niagara Regional Police 
Const. Derek Watson said no 
people were reported injured 
as a result of the fire. 


"It looks like there were cows 
all over the place that they were 
trying to corral,” he said, read¬ 
ing from police reports about 
the blaze. 

Wohlsclagel said some of the 
catde had to be euthanized. 

“That one is in bad shape," 
he said, gesturing to one of the 
herd being led to a farm across 
the road. 

“A police officer came out 
and got his shotgun. I must 
have heard five or six shots,” 


Wohlsclagel added. 

Const. Rich Gadreau said 
police helped the veterinar¬ 
ian euthanize three animals for 
humane reasons. 

“This was done at the request 
and under the direction of the 
veterinarian for the suffering 
animals,” he said. 

Tanker trucks from Hald¬ 
imand and Wainfleet fire 
departments trucked in water 
from the Wainfleet Arena to 
extinguish the flames, while the 


aerial track from Port Colbome 
sprayed the remains of the fire 
from above. 

While equipment from 
neighbouring communities left 
after the fire was largely extin¬ 
guished at about 3 p.m., Wain¬ 
fleet firefighters remained at the 
scene for several more hours. 

The total loss has yet to be 
determined.
